A LBAN Y. N.Y. (A P) — For 
ty per cent of victims of acci­ 
dents or sudden illness receive 
no preliminary treatment from 
ambulance crews on the way to 
the hospital in New York State, 
according to a state Health De­ 
partment study. 
The study says it takes an 
average of 69 minutes for an in 
jured or ill person to be taken 
to the hospital and be seen by a 
physician, including an average 
wait of 25 minutes for the doc­ 
tor. And it says the delay it 


seeing a doctor in emergency 
rooms is noticeably higher in 
rural areas. 
The study, based on a survey 
of 50.000 ambulance runs from 
January through June 30. 1971, 
was completed in June of this 
year but only made public this 
month. Federal officials say it 
is one of the most extensive 
studies ever made of emergen­ 
cy health care. 
No emergency care is given 
before arrival at the hospital to 
40 per cent of all emergency 


patients transported by ambu 
lance, including 35 per cent of 
all injury cases and 28 per cent 
of multiple injury patients, the 
study found. 
The study said 35 per cent of 
patients 
with 
suspected 
back 
a n d 
neck 
injuries 
were 
transported without benefit of 
head or spinal immobilization; 
45 per cent of fractures were 
not splinted; 13 per cent of lac­ 
eration cases were not given 
preliminary treatment. 


The reality could be worse 
than the study indicates, be­ 
cause the study is based on 
questionnaires filled oit by the 
ambulance services themselves, 
themselves. 
In a separate study in which 
physicians in hospital emergen­ 
cy departments were asked to 
evaluate such er. route care as 
was given, the Health Depart­ 
ment found that in 13 per cent 
of the surveyed cases bleeding 
had not been adequately con- 


trollcd. The physicians also re­ 
ported that in 32 per cent of the 
cases “ adequately cleared air 
ways" for breathing “ had not 
been maintained” and that in 
28 per cent of the cases when 
limb splints should have been 
used they were not.
